He aaid that the old $45,000,000 - 
000 limitation was "practically 
reached” and that the treasury 
might face an emb arrassing posi­ 
tion later unless the nex t congress 
b oosted the authority to $60,000,- 
000.000 or more. 
Wider Tax Base Mkely. 
George said the nex t congress 
would have to consider the q ues­ 
tion of widening the tax b ase and 
eliminating tax ex emption on se­ 
curities, asserting that to depend 
entirely on b orrowing would lead 
only to inflation. 
"The raising of the deb t limit 
is Inevitab le,” George told re­ 
porters. "Also, additicmal revenue 
must b e raised In order to safe­ 
guard against infjation, with some 
ehangea made in the tax laws to 
b ring ab out a aound national 
economy.” 
He predicted that the national 
deb t would climb to ab out $75,-
